GOTHAM IN PANIC 


More Assaults are Committed on 
Girls and Women and No Progress 


is Made Abating the Evil, 


LITTLE GIRL ITfflED II THE STREETS 


New York, Aug. 6.—An attempt to 


assault a lone woman early today on a 
west side street adds another case to 
the already long list of attacks made 
on women and children in the streets 
of New York. Despite the vigilance 
of the police, who have been doing 
double duty to 
prevent 
a 
further 


bpiead of. the crime wave, the attack 
would have been successful had it not 
been for the desperate struggle of Ade- 
laide Wildrer, a trained nurse, who 
fought her assailant with a hat pin 
and finally routed him. Miss Wildrer's 
screams brought the police, who pur- 
sued the man to Central park, where 
he was brought to bay with a fusilade 
of bullets from the revolvers of the 
officers. 
The man said he was Pietro 


Daurio, an Italian peddler. 


Woman Used Her Hatpin. 


Miss Wildrer was 
walking 
home 


early today after attending a patient. 
Near Manhattan avenue and One Hun- 
flred and Sixth street an Italian ac- 
sosted her. When she repulsed him 
the Italian knocked her down with his 
fist and clutching her throat with his 
hand dragged her to the stoop of an 
apartment house. Miss Wildrer man- 


aged to withdraw a hatpin from her 
hat and jabbed her 
assailant 
and 


caused him to loose his hold on her 
throat. 
Mi»s Wildrer screamed for 


help and the Italian fled. 
Policemen 


heard her cries and gave chase. The 
Italian fled to Central park and the 
policemen fired a volley of shots after 
the fleeing man, who" leaped the park 
wall and hid under a clump of bushes. 
He was dragged out by the police and 
identified 
by 
Miss Wildrer, who, 


despite the fact that she had been half 
strangled and badly beaten about the 
face, had given chase to her assailant 
with the police.. Daurio declared that 
he was innocent. 


Attempt to Assault Girl. 


The police are searching for an un- 


known man who attempted to assault 
a thirteen-year-old girl named Sade 
Momah in a hallway of an office build- 
Ing today. The assaulter 
escaped 


through Gir ~n street The girl's as- 
sailant mat, 
his attempt while the 


girl was standing on the sidewalk 
when the man seized her and forqed 
her in a hallway. Her screams fright- 
ened the man and he ran. Several 
persons pursued the man who escaped. 
The girl was not harmed.

was behind time and It is said that ii 
was. running at a high rate of speed 
for the purpose of making up lost 
time. 
The accident occurred at a 


sharp curve of the road, which pre- 
vented the engineer from seeing_ any 
considerable distance ahead of him. 


In some manner a big freight car 


that had formed part of a freight train 
north bound, had broken away from 
the train and had landed some dis 
tance from the north bound track 
and projecting over the south bound 
track. The express, as it rounded the 
curve, was side-swiped by this car, 
which derailed the engine and wreck- 
ed the four care. The train was un-

Alonzo Huff 
at the time the accident happene> 
was walking up and down the pint 
form at Kiskimlnetas Junction, wher 
he had been on business and where 
he had arranged to board the train 
and join his wife and family. 
As a 


result of the wreck, however, his wife 
Is dead, his son is dead and his three 
daughters are among the seriously in 
jured. When word of the tragedj 
reached Huff he collapsed.

The Kabyles 
attacked Casablanca, and the Moorish 
authorities applied to the commander 
of the Galilee for assistance.

thereupon landed sixty men and a 
Spanish cruiser landed forty.

landing party was fired on by the 
Kabyles and seven Frenchmen, in- 
cluding an 
officer, 
were wounded. 


The combined Franco-Spanish force 
thereupon cleared the city of hostile 
tribesmen, guards were placed about 
the foreign consulates and then the 
Galiliee opened fire with her big guns 
on tho rebels.

Fort Wayne, has been notified of the 
death, of Rev. Father William J. Quin- 
lan, once assistant pastor of the Ca- 
thedral and well known 
in Fort 


Wayne, which occurred Monday aft- 
ernoon at the home of his sister in 
Alton, HI. Rev. Father Quinlan was 
pastor of the 
Catholic 
church 
at 


Crawfordsville, and his death was 
quite sudden, believed to have been 
due to the effects of a surgical oper- 
ation to which he submitted about a 
year ago. 


Rev. Father Quinlan was 43 years 


of age. He was born in Syracuse, N. 
Y., April 16. 1S64, but the 
family 


came westward while the son was yet 
a mere boy. and he was educated at 
the Valparaiso normal school, St. 
Lawrence college at Calvary. Wis., 
and at St. Francis seminary at Mil- 
waukee. . 


He was ordained to the priesthood 


by Rt. Rev. Bishop Dwenger at the 
Cathedra! in Fort Wayne, was for a 
time pastor at Arcola and Pierceton, 
and later was appointed 
assisfant 


pastor at the Cathedral. Here ho offi- 
ciated as secretary and chancellor 
pro tein. to Bishop Dwenger, and also 
attended the pastorate at Besancon. 
In January, 1S64, Father Quinlan was 
appointed pastor at Marion, where he 
remained until April, 1906, when he 
was transferred 
to 
Crawfordsville, 


succeeding Rev. John Dempsey. de- 
ceased, where ho was pastor at the 
time of his death. 


It is understood here that the fu- 


neral services will be held at Valpa- 
raiso, Rev. Father Quintan's former 
home.

Wound; Proof Had That 


G-irl Was Assaulted. 


Dayton. 0., Aug. 6.—-With Abe Co- 


han dead, the Sunday night crime 
mystery becomes a double murder, in- 
tensified in horror by the assault al- 
leged to have been committed upon 
Anna 
Markowitz 
before 
she 
was 


strangled to death. 


Cohan died today at the hospital, 


after an ineffectual attempt had been 
made to secure from him a coherent 
statement of the crime and an iden- 
tification 
of 
the 
two 
Markowitz 


brothers. 
Owing to his delirious con- 


dition, the information he gave as to 
the tragedy is considered of little 
value. 
His father and brother were 


with him from Indianapolis an hour 
before death came but could obtain 
no rational answers to questions re- 
garding the fatal events. 


POLICE WORK IN VAIN. 


Dayton, Ohio, Aug. 6.—A score of 


police officials, deputy sheriffs and de- 
tectives were today seeking desper- 
ately for the man who murdered Anna 
Markowitz Sunday evening, after hav- 
ing shot and fatally wounded her es- 
cort, Abe Gordon or Cohan. 
Clews 


so far have proved without result and 
today there 
seemed 
scant hope of 


ever -solving the mysterious crime. 
The two brothers of the dead girl, 
who admitted disliking Cohan, and 
following the couple for a time Sun- 
day evening, were taken to the hos- 
pital 
before 
Cohan died, 
but .the 


wounded man could not identify them. 
They stoutly maintain their innocence 
of the crime and the officials general- 
ly accept, their 
story since the au- 


topsy on the body of ths girl last 
night. 


Girl Was Assaulted. 


It was conclusively shown by the 


autopsy that in the murder of Anna 
Markowitz a double crime was com- 
mitted, the 
slayer 
assaulting and 


then killing her by strangulation. A 
colored woman who lives near the 
scene of the murder, is quoted as de- 
claring she heard a woman scream- 
ing in the woods at about the time 
the crime was committed, "Harry, oh 
Harry." 


Harry 
Markowitz still maintains 


that his sister. Bertha, can clear up 
the mystery if she desires. Tho girl, 
however, continues reticent 
to the 


point of sullenness. Both she and her 
brothers are still in jail on suspicion. 


Gordon or Cohan, as the wounded 


man was known, died today at the 
hospital. Owing to his delirious con- 
dition, the information he gave con- 
cerning the tragedy is considered by 
the authorities to be of little, value.

cruisers were turned on the battery, 
which soon caused the Moorish com- 
mander to send a messenger to the 
French admiral requesting his par- 
don.

miral sent a peremptory order to the

commander 
to 
surrender 


himself to the French consul.

James Smith boarded the car and his 
attention was directed to Prill, from 
whom he learned the story. He took 
the injured 
man 
to 
headquarters, 


where he told of the assault and Chief 
of Police Ankenbruck went immedi- 
ately to the scene of the robbery with 
a good description of the thief. 


The back of Prill's head was badly 


pounded and there were a number of 
cuts and abrasions and a big lump oa 
the left side of his forehead. Dr. M. 
W. Tinkham was called and had him 
taken to Hope hospital, where the 
wounds were dressed. There were no 
fractures and the victim of the as- 
sault will probably recover. 


Said He Was a Detective. 


Prill tells a stor%' that indicates the 


planning of the robbery by somebody 
who knew he had the money in his 
pockets. He said that yesterday morn- 
Ing a man wearing a light 
suit of 


clothes and a brown slouch hat cams 
to him at bis rooming 
house, 1225 


South Calhoun street, and represent- 
ing- himself as a Pennsylvania railroad 
detective, said he had been authorized 
by Capt. Henry Stoll to engage a man 
to aid in a search for some merchan- 
dise that had been stolen from a car. 


The fellow told 
Prill he had in- 


quired of the police and ascertained 
that he would be a good man for the 
work and he offered to pay him ?2 a 
day. 
The proposition was accepted 


and the man agreed to return yester- 
day at 3 o'clock, but did not appear. 
He was there early this morning and 
the two left together. 


They took a Huffman street car at 


Lewis and Oelhoun streets and rode 
to the Lake Shore crossing, where 
they got off and started west along 
the tracks.

sold his place and moved

Wayne, purchasing a homo on Harden 
street. He and his wife could not live 
together and about two years ago she 
secured a divorce. He states that the 
money he had was part of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the Hayden street 
property.

Japan Tells What She Has 


Done for Hermit King- 


dom Since 1904. 


Washington, Aug. ,6.—The far east- 


ern mails just arrived contained a 
pamphlet issued from the Japanese 
residency general o£ Korea, entitled 
"administrative 
reforms in Korea," 


designed to vindicate the work <•' the 
Japanese in the hermit kingdom un- 
der the authority 
conferred 
by the 


Japanese-Korean agreement of 1904, 
whereby Japan was constituted ad- 
viser to Korea. The document treats 
of the financial difficulties that con- 
fronted Marquis Ito at the outset, ow- 
ing to the inadequacy of the Korean 
exchequer to bear tha cost of reform. 
He succeeded iff" raising a loan from 
the Japanese Industrial bank of ten 
million yen, guaranteed by the cus- 
tom receipts, bearing interest at 6% 
per cent, and sold at ninety yen per 
one hundred yen. 
This money was 


distributed in the reconstruction of 
roads and other improvements. 
The 


Korean roads were unfit for travel. 
Even Chemulpo was unable to supply 
ships with drinking water and the in- 
land towns were in danger o£ epi- 
demics. 


An entirely new system of water 


supply' has been projected, also a new 
educational system which displaces 
one of little value.

Eev. Lozier, Famcras Figure 


of Civil War is Dead 


at Iowa Home. 


Mount Vernon, Iowa, Aug. 6.—John 


H. Lozier. known throughout the civil 
war as the "fighting chaplain," died 
at his home in this city Sunday. He 
had been ailing 1'or some time, but in 
spite of his 7 Syears he fought bravely 
to ward off death until the last. 


Chaplain Lozier was famous on the 


battlefields of the civil war not only 
as a preacher when the soldiers rest-' 
ed after an engagement with the ene- 
my, but also as a singer. His melodi- 
ous voice was ofteiuraised in patriotic 
song to cheer the drooping spirits of 
his "boys" and he was always ready 
to oblige them at the camp fires. 


When the war broke out he was 


riding a circuit in Indiana and preach- 
ing Methodism. He went into 
the 


church pondering on the sermon he 
was about to deliver and wondering 
whether he could impress his audi- 
ence. During his discourse, a courier 
dashed into the church and shouted 
the news: 
"Fort 
Sumter fired on. 


Abraham Lincoln wants 75,000 volun- 
teers to put down the rebellion." 


The sermon was dropped and Rev. 


Mr. Lozier delivered a fiery war ad- 
dress. 
Before he left the church he 


had organized a company and entered 
himself as a private. He was elected 
chaplain of the Thirty-seventh Indiana 
regiment, and later was promoted to 
chaplain in chief to the Army of the 
Cumberland. He soon established a 
reputation for the singing of patriotic 
songs, and would get up on a stump 
or mount his horse to sing "Rally 
Round the Flag" and "The Sword of 
Bunker Hill." 
He becanle known as 


the "fighting" chaplain because sev- 
eral times he forgot that he was a 
clergyman and joined in active war 
against the 
confederates. 
Had 
he 


been captured he would have had a 
drumhead court-martial and been shot 
as a combatant He fought and won 
the battle of prohibition in Iowa and 
waged continual warfare against the 
liquor traffic.

had been on the lecture platform.

In directing District Attorney Sims 


to impanel a special grand jury to in- 
diet the Chicago and Alton, 
Judge 


Landis has taken a step tne adminis- 
tration is disposed to regret. Its atti- 
tude is due to the fact that it was 
through the railroads that the evi- 
dence was obtained which enabled 
the prosecution of the Standard Oil 
company on such a large number of 
counts." In addition, the investigation 
made by the bureau of corporations 
established the fact that the Standard 
Oil company acted the part of a high- 
wayman toward the railroad? just as 
It did toward the people. 
It forced 


them to grant rebates by declaring 
they would get no business if the reg- 
ular tariff were applied, and that their 
competitors would be given all ship- 
ments, so that they would suffer in 
consequence. 


Sims Likely to Go Slow. 


District Attorney Sims has been 


informed of the view of the authori- 
ties here, and it is not expected he 
will proceed against the Chicago and 
Alton and other railroads involved in 
the counts yet to be disposed, of with 
the same grim 
earnestness he dis- 


played in Ms attack upon the oil cor- 
poration. 
Of course, the government 


had no control over Judge Landis in 
this matter, but if it had had there is 
little doubt it would have 
advised 


against prosecution of the railroads. 


This does not mean that any sym- 


pathy is entertained here for rebating. 
But the moral effect of the tremend- 
ous fine imposed upon the Standard 
Oil company is such that the practice 
is believed "to be finished forever, un- 
less the government later on should 
relax its vigilance. 


Some months 
ago the 
railroads 


were given a hint of what might hap- 
pen to them when the New York Cen- 
tral was convicted of granting one 
rebste to the Standard and was fined 
$15,000, which is 55,000 less than the 
maximum penalty. 
The prosecution 


of the New York Central was brought 
because that road declined to furnish 
the bureau of corporations with any 
information whatever in regard to its 
relations with the oil octopus. 


V/ould Cost Alton Dear. 


In the case of the Chicago and Al 


ton and al! other railroads which have 
had dealings with the Standard it i: 
highly probable if 
the 
cases are 


brought into court that the govern 
meat, will suggest the imposition of 
tha minimum rather than the max! 
mum fines. But even this would be 
a tremendous penalty. It is estimated 
it would aggregate ?75,9SO,000. If the 
Standard should be convicted on al 
counts pending against 
it and thi 


maximum fine imposed on each coun 
it will have to pay a total of 5151, 
960,000. This, with the railroad fines 
will mean an aggregate of $227,960, 
000 which the government will col 
lect as a result of the prosecutions. 


In considering the justice of the ac 


tion of Judge Landis in imposing tn< 
maximum fine upon the Standard Oi 
company attention may be called tr 
the fact that the question involved i 
not so much that of ihe quantity of oil | 
transported or that of the actual sav- 
ing on freight 
rebates . which the 


Standard., made. As a matter of fact, 
the report of the 
commissioner of 


corporations estimates that the dis- 
criminations saved the Standard only 
about a quarter of million dollars 
yearly. How It Crushed Rivals. 


But this discrimination gave the 


trust an advantage 
far 
above, the 


mere reduction in rate. It insured the 
success of its 
monopolistic tactics. 


An independent refiner would have to 
pay the open rate while the Standard 
enjoyed the secret and lower rate, and 
the difference would enable a lower 
selling price, to his injury and final 
destruction. 
Until the 
bureau 
of corporations 


commenced its investigation the in- 
dependents could not understand why 
they were unable to meet the Stand- 
ard's competition. 
They did not sus- 


pect the advantage in freight charges 
which their grasping competitor en- 
joyed. By means of the rebates from 
the railroads connecting Chicago and 
St. Louis the Standard was able to 
<*ain absolute control 
of 
the entire 


southwestern 
field, 
which 
includes 


the states of Missouri, Arkansas and 
Texas and the territory of Oklahoma. 


Ground for An Appeal. 


It is expected the Sandard will base 


its appeal to the supreme court on 
the ground either that Judge Landis' 
sentence constitutes a cruel and un- 
usual punishment in violation of the 
constitution or that the Elkins anti- 
rebate law is unconstitutional. 
As 


to the former, the evidence obtained 
by the bureau shows that the profits 
of the Standard Oil company in 1S93 
amounted to $81,000,000, in 1894 to 
$61,000,000, and in 1895 to $57,000,000. 
At 'the least the trust has been mak- 
ing $57,000,000 per annum for years. 


The authorities here do not believe 


for a moment that the supreme court 
will reduce the fine on the ground 
that the punishment is cruel or un- 
usual. 
The 
suggestion 
of John D. 


Rockefeller that it will be a long time 
before the fine is paid is not. likely to 
be a true prediction in view of the 
determination to expedite the consid- 
eration of the 
case 
by the higher 


courts.
